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Atty. Jim Garrison said yester- 
day that guerrilla fighters shoot- 
ing in a cross fire from three 
points assassinated President 
John F. Kennedy. 

His eight-month investigation 
also shows, Garrison told the 
Associated Press in an inter* 
view, that the CX^ is concealing 
the whareaboSs of the assas- 
sins. 

The killers —^anti-Castro ad- 
veniurers-wwere helped by an 
unarmed fellow conspirator who 
caused a ruckus in Dealey Pla- 
za, Garrison said. 


“ITS quite obvious that the 
CIA knew who they were,” Gar- 
rison said, “because they had 
previously been CM employes.” 
He said Lee Harvey Oswald, 
the man named by the Warren 
commission as the lone assas- 
sin, was not the one who "killed 
Kennedy.' 

“There is no question at aH 
abdut the fact that Lee Harvey 
Oswald did not fire a shot 
; there,” said Garrison. 


“The President was killed by 
a bullet that was fired Grom the 
front That was not the only 
time .he was Mt from the front. 
There was a cross-fire situation 
set up, which involved at least 
two pairs of men in the front— 
apparently two men behind the 
stone wall and two behind the 
■ picket fence, which is a little bit 
in back of the stone wall i 


they had at least one man in the 
back who was shooting, al* 
though it is becoming increas- 
ingly apparent that he was not 
shooting from the sixth floor of 
the book depository. 

“We have located one other 
person who was involved in the 
operation. He was one of the 
adventurers who was involved 
in the anti-Castro activities, who 
was not using a gtm but who 
was engaged in a row m Dealey 
Plaza In order to aid those who 
had guns. 


“YOU had, in effect, a group 
of men operating as a guerrilla 
team. It was a precision opera- 
tion and was carried out very 
coolly and with a lot of coordina- 
tion.” , '■ \ 


“THE role of the second man 
in each ease to to pick up the 
actual cartridges, taken on the 
bounce so to speak, so that the 
cartridges could be disposed of 
as quickly as the guns, which 
were apparently tossed in the 
back of cars. There were cars 
parked immediately behind.

“If appears they used frangi- 
ble bullets,” Garrison continued. 
“They are forbidden by the Ge- 
neva treaty, but are the kind of 
bullets that are quite often 
used— or would be used— for an 
assassination project by intelli- 
gence forces or forces employed 
by an intelligence agency, be- 
cause there is assurance even 
beforehand that there will be no 
bullets, no slugs remaining, with 
any of the landmarks of the 
guns to help authorities identify 
the guns. Frangible bullets ex- 
plode into little pieces.” 

Exactly bow the assassins es- 
caped Is not kntiwn, Garrison 
said. 


FThe district attorney said he 
did not believe the CIA planned 
the Kennedy slaying or knew of 
H beforehand. But he said the 
CIA is making every effort to, 
prevent Ms office from trailing 
the assassins. . 

Although he described the as* 
sassins as “Cuban adventur- 
ers,” Garrison said all were mi 
necessarily Cuban in nationali- 
ty , 
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
